In reply to the non-final Office Action of June 30, 2005, Applicants respectfully 
request reconsideration of the above-captioned application. 

Applicants note, with appreciation, the indication that Applicants* earlier 
arguments overcame the then-pending rejection. The new Office Action, however, 
includes a rejection of claims 1, 3-14, and 16-25 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
allegedly being anticipated by the Blonder patent (U.S. Patent No. 4,414,684). This 
rejection is respectfully traversed. 

The Blonder patent is most easily understood with reference to Figure 1 . It 
includes a method of comparing a first fingerprint pattern formed by a finger 4 on a 
prism 5 with a second fingerprint pattern formed on a recorded representation 2. 
Light from a lamp 6 is directed to the first fingerprint pattern and the resulting image 
of the fingerprint pattern is projected through a lens system 8. The lens system 8 
includes a rotatable double wedge prism scanner, which basically causes the image 
of the fingerprint pattern to undergo a spiral rotational movement, such that as the 
fingerprint pattern is projected through the recorded fingerprint pattern onto a light
